HEN I undertook 
to write the Life of 
the moſt cclcbrated 


M1rtTtox, I was far from ima- 
ining that I ſhould ever (much 
[> ſo ſoon ) be oblig'd ro make 
an Apology in juſtification of 
ſuch a Work, both harmlcſs in 
it ſelf, and greatly dufird by 
the World. There was no po- 
fitive Law or Cuſtom againſt 
publiſhing the particular Hiſtory 
of this extraordinary Perſon, con- 
B {1de- 
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{idcr'd 1n any reſpect whatſocver: 
for thcLivcs of Good Princes and 
Tyrants, of Orthodox and Hce- 
retical Divincs, of Virtuous and 
Wicked, of Public and Privat 
Men, arc indittcrently perus'd by 
cvcry body; of which it would 
be ſuperfluous to alleds Ex- 
amplcs, the thing being ſo com- 
monly known by all that have 
icarnt to read. Nor without ſuch 
a Liberty could we poflibly 
form a truc Taſtc, or have any 
certain Knowledgs of Afﬀaurs, 
ſince the Excellence or Impcr- 
tection of all Matters beſt ap- 
pcars by eppoling *cm to onc 
another. And I was ſure (which 
| find was no Miſtake ) that the 
Learning and Scntiments of 
Joux MirtroxN were too con- 
{11dcrable not to deſerve the high- 
lt Commendation or Diſlike, 


according to the Judgment or 
Afﬀcction of thc Readers. 


SINCE 
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SINCE thercforc it was c- 
qually lawful for me to write 
whoſe Lite I pleas'd ( when my 
Hand was 1n) the firſt Charge 
againſt me, one would think, 
ſhould havc bin , that I had 
not fairly repreſented my Hero. 
But, vcry tar from that, the great 
Crime whcereot I am arraign'd, 
conſiſts in tclling more than 
ſom Pcople would have me; 
or diſcovcrins Truths not fit to 
be known ; and the Manner of 
my Rel ation is to them altogether 
as offenſive and _—_— as the 
Matter of it. "Tis ſtrange that 
Men ſhould be found of a Judg- 
ment weak enough to make a 
Crime of ſuch Proceedings in a 
Wr:cr, who labors to keep him- 
ſc]f wholly independent from the 
Fears or Eng.;.ments of any 
Party ; and why -otcls'd in the 
very beginning of his Book, that 

* being neither provok'd by Ma- 

*lice, nor brib'd by Favor, he

«would as well dare to fay all 
* that was true, as ſcorn to write 
* any Falſhood. But the rude 
Oppoſition with which I have 
met, notwithſtanding ſuch plain 
Declarations, convinces me more 
than ever how much I was in the 
Right by following the peculiar 
Mcthod I proposd to my ſclt 
in compiling M1Lurtox's Lifc, 
and which I partly declar'd in 
theſe Terms : * In the Characters 
* of Sects and Partics, Books or 
* Opinions, I ſhall produce his 
* own Words as I find 'em in his 
* Works; that thoſc who approve 
* his Reaſons, may owe all the 
* Obligation to himſelt; and 
*that I may cſcape the Blame 
* of ſuch as may difhke what he 
* ſays. Now, what could be more. 
imparcial than this? or more like- 
ly ro ſecure mc trom all Imputa- 
tions, Whatcver ſhould be the 
Reception of Mirrors from 
the Public > Yctif by adhering 

rc- 
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religiouſly to this Rule fo loud 
a Clamor was raiſcd againſt me, 
It Is apparent how much worſe I 
might expect to be treated, had 
Icrod in the common Road. For 
if, Iike moſt Hiſtorians, I had in 
my own Words (tho? with ncvcr 
ſo much Candor ) related the A- 
ions or Scentiments of my Au- 
thor, my Advcrſarics would pre- 
ſcntly have told the World that 
this was not the truc Miz Tox, 
but one of my own Creation, 
whom I promtcd to ſpeak what 
I durſt not own; and by whoſe 
Mouth I had publiſh'd all hoſe 
Opinions which I would rccom- 
mend to other Pcople. Well 
knowing therefore the ordinary 
Temper and Artifices of theſc 
Men, I did partly on thatAccount. 
produce his own Words to obviat 
their Sophiſtry and Calummics, 
their ewo principal offenſive 
Weapons; and alſo to ſparc my 
ſclf the Pains of Quotations at- 
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terwards, to prove I had nci- 
ther injur'd him nor abus'd my 
Readers. Beſides this particular 
Regard to them, I am alſo of 
opinion that this 1s the beſt and 
only good way of writing the H1- 
ſtory of ſuch a Man. And had 
the Ancients always follow'd it, 
our Modern Critics would have 
been Icſs exercisd to difccrn 
their ral Sentiments ; nor wou'd 
they be ſo often oblig'd to cx- 
amin whether they underſtood 
or miſ-repreſcnted their uthors. 
BUT inſtead of any Objecti- 
ons like theſe, I am exprefly told 
that T ought not to mcddlc with 
M1LtTto xs Books, nOT tO TIC- 
vive his Sentiments, or the 
Mcmory of thoſc Quarrcl's where- 
in he was cngag'd ; which 1s 
only, in other Words, that I 
ought not to write his Lite at 
all. For what, I pray, 1s thc 
princi;al Part of a Learncd Man's 
1itc, but the cxact Hiſtory of 
| his 
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hisBooks and Opinions,to inform 
the World about the Occaſion 
of his writing, what it contain d, 
how he perform'd it, and with 
what Conſequences or Succeſs ? 
I have no Reaſon from my own 
ſccond Thoughts, the Opinion 
of bctter Judgcs, or the Fortune 
of the F ok, to be diſlatish d 
with my Conduct on this Occa- 
flon. And had this Method, as 
I ſaid before, been itrictly ob- 
ſeryd, we might have morc 
Knowledg and tewer Critics. 

AY bur, ſay theſe Gentlemen, 
you have made an Inroad on our 
Perſuaſion, and directly attack*d 
the ſacred Majcity of Kings, the 
vencrable Order of Biſhops, the 
beſt conſtitured Church in the 
Worid, our holy Liturgy, and 
accent Cercmonics, the Autho- 
rity of Councils, the Tettimony 
of the Fathers, and a hundred 
other things which we profound- 
ly reſpect and admire : nor 
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arc we the only Sufterers ; for 
almoſt all other Sccts and Parrtics 
have cqual Reaſons of Com- 
plaint againlt you. Well, be ic 
ſo then ; bur, good Sirs, berake 
your ſelves for Reparation to 
Jouxs MiLrrtonN,; or, it he 1s 
not to be brought to cafie Terms, 
defend your Caſtles and Territo- 
rics againſt him w:th all the Vt 
gor you can. For, I aflurc 
you I am no furthcr concern'd 
in the Quarrc| than to ſhew 
you the Encmy, and to give a 
trus Account of his Forces. 
And all this, if you were of a 
peaccable Diſpoſition, you might 
Icarn from theſe plain Words 
in the Concluſion of the Life : 
**T1is probable that you (as well 
as [, or any other) may diſap- 
_ prove of Mirtrtox's Scntr 
*mcnts 1n fcvcral Caſes; bur 
*Im ſure, you arc far from 

' baing difplcas'd to find 
* particulariz'd in the —_ 
"O 
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* of his Life : For we ſhould have 
*no true Account of T hings, if 
* Authors rclated nothing but 
*what they lik'd thcmſclves : 
*One Party would never ſuffer 
*thc Lives of TaxQuin, or 
*PHaLlakis Or SYLLA, or 
*Czx$4aRk to appcar, While a- 
* nother would be as ready to 
* ſuppreſs thoſe of Cicexo, 
*of Caro, of Txajax, or 
*Breutrus. But a Hiſtorian 
* ought to conccal or diſguiſe 
* nothing; and the Readcr 1s 
*to be | fr ro judg cf the Vatucs 
* he ſhould imitar, or the Vices 
*hc ought to deteſt and avoid. 
T HIS night ſerve fora ſuth- 
cicnt Anſwer to all that has bin. 
yct objected to M1tToxs Lite, 
if any Reply were thought ne- 
ccflary : For the trivial and ſcur:- 
rilous Libcls of mercenary Fel- 
lows I ſhall never regard, thcy 
being alrcady ſuthcienely negle- 
ctcd by the World, and makirg 


them- 
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themſelves as little by this Pra- 
Etice, as any of a more vindr 
&ive Temper could defire : Be- 
fides, that to anſwer 'em in their 
own Dialect, I muſt firſt Icarn to 
ſpeak it ; which is abſolutely con- 
trary ro my Gems, and below 
the Dignity of Human Nature, 
ſince no body openly approves it 
cvcnat Billingſeate. I ſhall as little 
conſider the cenſforious Tongues 
of certain more Zealous than Rel1- 
g10us Pcople, who judge of 0- 
thers by their own narrow 
Schemes, and deſpiſe all Know- 
ledge in compariſon of their pri- 
vat Imaginations, whercin they 
cxccedingly pleaſe themſelves ; a 
Happincſs no body cnvies them. 
Nor ſhould I, if that were all,think 
my ſclf concern'd in making a- 
ny Rcturn to the obliging Com- 
plements of thoſe Gentlemen who 
(as Father P auL formerly ſaid of 
mmſclf) remember me oftner in 
their Scrmons than in their Pray- 
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ers; tho ſom; of them are apt 
to ſay, that when they mention 
Turks, Jews, Infidels, and He- 
retics, they do not forget me, 
But when I am opcnly accus'd 
bctore the greateſt Aflembly in 
the World, the Repreſentative 
Body of the Pcople of England, 
Ict the Charge be never ſo trivo- 
lous 1n 1t ſclt, or to be {lighted 
on any other Occaſion, yet ſuch 
a Reſpect 1s due to the Dignity 
of thoſe to whom 1t was exhibi- 
tcd, that I hold my ſclt oblig'd 
ro convince em of my Innocence; 
and to remove all Suſpicion far 
trom mc, of what in its own Na- 
turc 1s acknowledg'd to be Cri- 
minal, or by them mighe be repu- 
ecd Indecent. 

TH E Mattcr of Fact is this; 
On the Thiracth of January, Mr. 
OrsPRING BiAaCknHall, who 
ſtiles himſclf Chaplain in Ordina: 
nary to His Majeſty, Preacht a Ser- 
mon before the Honorable 


Houſc 
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Houſe of Commons ; wherein, 
afttcr cxclaiming againſt the Au- 
thor of MitTtox's Lite, for dc- 
nying Icon Baſilike to be the Pro- 
duction of King 'CuarxLtes the 
Firſt, he purſues his Accuſation 
in theſe Terms. © We may ceaſe 
*to wondcr, fays *he, that he 
* ſhould have the Boldneſs, with- 
* out Proof, and againſt Proof, to 
* deny the Authority of this Book, 
* who 1s ſuch an Infidel as to 
* doubt, and 1s ſhamclcſs and im- 
* pudent enough, cven in Print, 
* and in a Chriſtian Country, pub- 
* licly to affront our Holy Reli- 
* gion, by declaring his Doubt, 
* that ſeveral Pieces under the 
* Name of Chriſt and his Apoſtles 
(he muſt mcan thoſe now rc- 
*ccivd by the wholc Chriſtian 
* Church, for I know of no ©& 
* ther) arc ſuppoſiritious; tho' 
* thro' the remotenceſs of thoſe 
* Agcs, the Death of the Perſons 
* Concern d, and the decay = 

* thcr

* diſcover'd. Here is indeed a 
Charge of a very high Nature, I 
will not fay in his own mean 
Language, an impudent and a 
ſhameleſs one ; tho" if it be not 
bertcr prov*'d, I cannot hinder 
others from calling it what they 
p_ or the thing deſerves. But 
cfore I procced to make Ob- 
ſcrvations on at, I ſhall inſcrt the 
intire Paſſage of my Book, which 
he has taken the liberty of a 
bridging, and ſo joining the 
Words of two widely diftcrcne 
Aflcrtions, as if they were but 
once. About this little Artifice 
however I ſhall make no difference 
with him; for I can cafily deter- 
min our Controverſic, without 
uſing all the Advantages I mighc 
otherwiſe take.

* bothPartics ſo narrowly watch'd 
* over one anothers Actions, 
* and-what a great Revolution in 
* Civil and Religious Aﬀauirs was 
* partly occation'd by the Cre- 
* dit of that Book, I ceaſe to 
* wonder any longer how fo ma- 
* ny ſuppoſititious Picces under 
*the Name of Cazisr, his Apo- 
*ſtles, and other great Perſons, 
* ſhould be publiſh'd and ap- 
* prov'd in thoſe Primitive times, 
* When 1t was of ſo much Impor- 
* tance to have *cm bclicv'd; 
when th2 Cheats were too ma- 
*ny on all ſ{1d:s for them ro rc- 
* proach one anuthcr, which vet 
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* they often did ; when Com- 
* mercc was not near ſo general 
* as now, and the whole Earth 
* entircly over-ſpread with the 
* Darkncſs of Superſtition. I 
* doubt rather the ſpuriouſneſs of 
* ſeveral morc ſuch Books is yet 
* undiſcover'd, thro the remote- 
* ncls of thoſe Ages, the death 
* of the Perſons concern'd, and 
* the decay of other Monuments, 
* which might give us true In- 
* formation. Here then in the 
firſt place it 1s plain, that, I ſay, 
a great many ſpurious Books 
were carly father d on Cusr, his 
Apoſtles, and other great Names, 
pr whereof arc ſtill acknow- 
cdg'd to be genuin, and the reſt 
to be forg'd, in neither of which 
Aflcrtions I could be juſtly ſup- 
pos'd to mean any Books of the N, 
Teſtament, as I ſhall preſently c- 
vince. But Mr. BLacxwariz affirms, 
That I muſt intend thoſe now re- 
ceivd by the whole Chriſtian 

Church, 
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Church, for he knows cf no other. 
A cogent A:gument truly ! and 
clearly proves hs Logic to be 
juit of a Pi-ce with his Read- 
ing. I admic what this Gentle- 
man has bin doing fo long at 
the Univerſity, that hc ſhould be 
ſuch a grcac Stranger to theſe 
things. But now I find a Man 
may be a very good Divine 
without knowing any thing of 
the Fathers, thu' a Layman 1s 
always rcfcrr'd to 'em when he 
ſtarts any Dithcultics, which 
makes him ſooner acquieſce and 
ſwallow what hc cannot chew 
than gct Information at ſo dear 
a rate. Bur had Mr. Bracxwar 
been 4 ©. 5'd ro deal ingenuouſly 
w .' mc, he might (ec, withour 
the hclp of the Fathcis, that I did 
rot mcan thc Bvyoks ot the New 
Teſta;ment, when I mention'd 
Suproſitious Vicces under the 
Name of Cawsr, fince there 1s 
none aſcribd tro him in the 

whole 
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whole Bible - nor do we rcad there 
that cver- he wrote any thing, 
CxCCcpt OnCe with his Finger on the Job. 8.57 
Ground , when he acquired the 
Woman taken in Adultery : And, 
tor ought appcars to the contra- 
ry, Mr. Brackuartr may deny 
that to be any Writing, becauſe 
he .knows not what it Was ; ; yet 
ſom German Divincs, as well 
read as himſclt, have preſum'd to 
ecll us the Contents of it, and 
came almoſt ro excommunicating 
one another in their ſolemn Dti- 
ſputcs about this weighty Afar. 
To this Negative Argument trom 
the Silence of the New Teſtament, 
we may add the Potimve Teltimony 
of St. AucusTin and Sr. ]e- 
x 0M, Whercof the former athrms, 
* That the Lord himſelf wrote 
* * nothing, which makes 1t neccf- 
* fary wc lhould bcheve thoſe who 
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* Dicie Auguſtin {Ge Confenſu Evanget. 1. 1. 
C. 7.) quod ipic Dominus nihil {cripſeric, ut aliis 
de illo 1:ribentibus necefle fr credere. 
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* have written of him : And the 
latter ſays, © That F our Saviour 
* Icft no Volum of his own Do- 
* &trin bchind him, as 1s cxtra- 
* vagantly feign'd in moſt of the 
* Apochryphal Picccs. 

NOW ro convince all theWorld 
that I did not intend by thoſe Pic- 
ccs the Books of the New Teſta- 
ment, as well as to ſhew the Raſh- 
neſs and Uncharitablceneſs of Mr. 
Bracknartts Aflcrtion, I ſhall 
here inſere a large Catalogue of 
Books ancicntly aſcrib'd to Jesus 
Cuxisr, his Apoſtles, their Ac- 
quaintance, Companions, and Con- 
temporarics. Of theſe ſom remain 
{till entircly extant, which I hall 
mark in their Places. We have 
ſeveral Fragments of others prc- 
ſery'd by the Fathers ; and all that 
is Iceft us of the refit arc only their

T O cxplain now therctorc the 
ſeveral Members of the Patlage m 
Mirrox's Lite ? In the tut place, 
by the ſpurious Picces I mcant, tho' 
not all, yt a good parcel of thote 
Books in the Caralogue, which I * 
am perſuaded were partly forg'd by 
ſon More zcalous than aifcrect 
Chriſtians, ro Lupply the brevity of 

the 
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the Apoſtolic Memoirs ; partly by 
del1gning Men to ſupport their pri- 
vat Opinions, which they hop'd to 
cflect by virtuc of ſuch reſpected 
Authorities : And ſom of 'em, I 
doubt, were invented by Heathens 
and Jews to impoſe on the Cre- 
dulity of many wel- dipos'd Per- 
ſons, who greedily ſwallow'd any 
Book for Divine Revelation that 
contain'd a great many Mairaclcs , 
mixt with a tew good Morals W hile 
their Adverſarics laught in ther 
Sleeves all the while, ro ſee their 
Tricks ſuccecd, and were riverted 
in their ancicne Prejudices by the 
greater Superſtition of ſuch Enthus 
ſ1a(ts. 

IN the ſecond place, by the 
Books of w hoſe Spuriouſacſs | ſad 
the World was not yet convinced, 
tho' in my privat Opinion I could 
not think *'em ecnuin, I mcant thoſe 
of the other grear Perſons,or the fup- 
pos'd Wrinngs of certain Aroſtolc 
Mcn (as they call *cm) which arc 


at 
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at tHis preſent, as well as in an- 
cient times, rcad with cxtraordina- 
ry Veneration. And they arc the 
Epiſtle of Baxxasas, the Paſtor of 
Hexmas, the Epiſtle of Porycaxeus 
to the Philippians, the firſt Epiſtle 
of Cremexs Rowaxus to the Corin- 1 
thians, and the ſeven Epiltles of 
IxATs. Theſe are generally rc- 
cciv*d in the Church of Rome, and 
alſo by moſt Proteſtants ; but thoſe 
of the Church of England have par- 
ticularly ſignaliz'd themſelves in 
their Defence, and by publiſhing 
the correctec(t Impreſlions of them. 
The Ancicnts paid them the highceit 
Reſpect, and reckon'd the firit tour 
of 'cm cſpecially,as good as any part 
_ of the New Teſtament. The Epi- 
{tle of Baxxanas 15 by * Crewexs 
ALexaxpxixus, and Ox1ictx, not only ' 
reckon'd genuin, but cited as Scrip- 
ture ; tho' he ſays in expreſs Terms, 
That the Apoſtles, before their Con- 


verſion, were the preateſt Sinners in 
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Nature ; which, if belicv'd, would 
rob us of an Argument wc draw 
from their Integrity and Simplict- 
ty againſt Infidels, to fay nothing 
now of - the many other rid1culous 
Paſſages 1n BaxxaBss. The Paſtor, 
or Viſions, Preceprs, and Similitudes 
of Hexwas (who 1s ſuppos'd to be 
the Perſon mcention'd by: Paut 1n 
his Epiſtle to the Romans) 1s cited 
as Canonical Scripture by * Ixsx+- 
s, Crenexs ALexaxprIxus, ORIGEN, 
ants others, and was for ſuch re- 
ceiv'd by ſeveral Churches, tho' 
[ think it the fillycit Book in the 
World. The Epiſtle of Porrcax- 
yus (the ſupposd Diſciple ot Sr. 
Jous) was rcad in the Churches of 
Aſia, and 1s quoted by F lsex=us, 
Eusez1us and others. The Epiſtle of 
Cremexs Row axus(whom they would 
have to be fic ſame thar's mcntion'd 


by Pau in his Enitle ro the Phi 
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lippians) 1s cited by * Ixexaus, 
CLiemens AxaFxXANKINUS, Ortices, Eu 
SeB1u5, and others. The Epiltles of 
Icxarius arc quotcd by F lxexzus, 
EusrBius, with ſcycral more ; but 
particularly by * Ox:cex, who ſays,

Whercfore then 
may not we as wcll at this time c 
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ſtabliſh the Epiſtles of Crewexs and 
BaxxaBas, it they be undoubtedly 
theirs, whichl ſhall be perſuaded their 
Patrons bchcve, w hen they quote 
'em as Scripture, and then | know 
where to have thin, and how to 
dcal with 'em. But of this cnough. 

I SAID above, that by the ſpu- 
rious Pieces I mcant only a great 
part of the Books which arc recited 
in the Catalogue ; for others of 
*<m do not ſecm to dcſerve fo 
mcan a Rank: and I am fo far 
from rcjccting all thoſ-Books of the 
New Teitamcnt which we now rc- 
CCciVe, that I ain rather ſol:cirous 
Icſt, as in the dark Agcs of Popc- 
ry,thoſc we common]y callApochry- 
phal Books, were added to the Br 
ble, fo at the fame time, and in 
as ignorant Agcs btorc, ſeveral 0- 
thers might bu raken away, for 
not ſuitins all the Opinions of the 
ſtrongc{t Parry. Nor 15 it unworthy 
obſcrvation, thac moſt of theſe 
Books arc condemn d by the Decree 
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of Pope GrLasms. How many truc 
and ſpurious Goſpels or Hiſtorics of 
C irisr Were cxtant inSt Luxe 's time, 
God knows ; but that there were 
ſ. veral may 'be cv:dcently infer'd 
tron, Ws own Words, who tclls 
Luc, Two rus, that many had undcr- 
*5 takin the ſame Work before him, 
and, as it he alluded to ſom ſpurt- 
OS Riſacgons, aſſures him, that 
he write cothing but what he rc-

THE feeond  Obiection 15, 
That altho? tht Paices have bin 
ack _ WW Dc the Vrunzs 
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of thoſc Apoſtles whoſe Namics 
they bear, at certain times, and in 
ſoin Churches, yct they were cx- 
prefly rejected by others. To this 
I anſwer, 0 _ 1$ NOt One 
ſingle Book in the New Tetta- 
mcnt wh:ch was not rctus d by 
ſom of the Ancients as unultly 
tarher'd upon the Apoſtles, and 
rcally forg d by thur Advcrſa- 
rics 3 W hich as no body thinks 1t 
now a good Rcaſon to difap- 
ProVec them, ſo I ſec not how it 
ſhould any more conclude againit 
iny Opinion. But becauſe the 
various Sects of thoſe carly 
Days did, Iike us, condemn one 
another 1097 damnable Heretics ; 
and the admitting or refuſing, che 
framing or corrupting of certain 
Buoks. were ſom of the Crimcs 
which were mutually imputed, [I 
ſhall now mnfift only on the Epi- 
ftlc to the Hebrews, that of James, 
the Eeodd of Pares, the ſecond:

THE Council of L aodicea, 
which was held about three hun- 
drcd and fixty Years after Cuxisr, 
and 1s the firit Aflembly wherein 
the Canon of Scripture was cſta- 
bliſhr, could got among ſo great a

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Varicty of Books as were then a 
broad 1n the World, ccrtainly dc: 
teermin which were the true Mo: 
numcents of the Apoltles, but c1- 
thur by a part:cular Revclaton 
trom Hcagycen, or by crediting the 
Teltimony of their Ancctitors, 
which was always bertcr preferv*'d 
and ccnucy'd by Writing than by 
Oral Tradition, the moſt unccr- 
tyn Rule in Naturc, watncfs 
the monſtrous Fables of Papilts, 
Rabbins, Turks, and the Eaſtcrn 
Nations both Chrithans and Ido- 
latcrs. But of any cxtraordinary 
Revclation made to this Coun: 
i] we hear not a Word; and for 
the Books I detend, | have the 
Ame Tult:mony which 1s uſually 
alledg' mm the bchalt of others.

In 
ſtead thercfore Of cenſuring and 
calunnating (which ought nor to 
be reckon & Virtucs m1 any Order 
ot Mcn, and leaſt of all in the 
Miniſters ot the Goſpel) It fuch 
as arc better ent:gheen'd endeavor 
to cxtricat the Erroncous out of 
theſe or the hike Dithcultics, thar 
they may be able ro diſtinguiſh cru: 
Ivy, and that in ſuch an cxtraord:- 
nary number of Books, all rc 
tending equally to a Divine Ori. 
vin, they may have ſom infallible 
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Ancicnt as well as our Modcrn Un- 
belicvers. Cersus * exclaims a 
gainſt the too great Liberty which 
the Chriſtians (as 1t they were 
drunk, ſays h:) rook of changing 

firſt writing of the Goſpcl 
three, or four, or more tumcs, that 
ſo they might deny whatever was 
urg d againſt *cm as retracted bc- 
force. Nay, as low down as St. 
AuGusrtix's time, was there not 
a very conſiderable Sect of the 
Chriſtians themſelves, I mcan the 
Manicheans, who ſhewed other 
Scripturcs, and deny'd the Genuin- 
ncls of the whole New Teſtament. 
One of theſe calld Fausrus, 
after ſhcewing that his Adverſarics 
diſapprov'd of ſeveral things in the 
Old Teſtament, thus purſucs his 
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F Arg 2umcnt : © You think, ſays he, 
* that of all Books in the World,

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*ſal of my Lord Axcresty's Books, 
* we ſhould ncver have heard of 
* the Memorandum. Had not Dr. 
* Hortix6woxtnu's indiſcrect Zcal 
*provok'd the -only Man then a- 
* ive who had any perſonal know- 
* Iedg of this Bultincls, Dr. Warxes 
* had ncver publiſh'd his Account; 
* nor wouid the whole Diſcovery 
* be ſo complete, withour the leaſt 
* Intricacy or Qucttion, without 
* Mr. Nox1n's Papers. 


THIS 1s the complete Hiltory of 
Ikon Bafilike, as w 18 ſuppos'd to 
be a Forgery ; and we mult nexc 
procecd to cxamin the Exceptions 
made to 1t, as they are collected 
by Mr. Wacsrar in his Vindicati- 
of Ning Craxies the Martyy. To 
begin with my Lord Axcresey's 
Memorandum, *us urg d, that ut docs 
not particularly expreſs by the. 
Dacc whether ic mcant che laſt 
Scthon of Parhamcent betorc the 
writing of 1t, or the laſt Section of 
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the Year 75. when it 1s plain 
that he mcant the Jaſt or Win- 
ter Sciſlion ; and that it was 
therckore the 1mmediat Scfſion 
preceding the writing of this Me- 
morandum. To ſay that there 1s 
no Witneſs to 1t 1s a very fingular 
fort of Objection, when his Lord- 
ſhips Relations, and all that have 
ſeen this and his other Writings, 
own it to be his Hand. Ir 1s nor 
likely that there were any Wit- 
neflcs of the Royal Brother's tcl- 
ling him their Opinionot Icon Baſe- 
like: Nor 1s there any thing more 
common than for lcarncd or great 
Men to Icave ſuch Memorandums 
ina Book concerning the Author 
of 1t when it was a Queſtion, or 
about any other Sccrct rclating to 
it, which they thought they had 
diſcoverd ; and yct *'tis a thing 
unhcard till now, that they were 
deny's to be theirs whoſe Names 
they bear, becauſe the Day of the 
Month was not mcntion'd, nor the 

Names 
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Names of any Witneſſes added, 
when the Hand was conteſt to be 
the ſame with their other Writings. 
Many inſtanccs of this kind appear 
in the Books of Mr. Hewvex lare- 
ly fold, and whereof I have ſom 
to ſhew, as in the Book inttul'd, 
Apollonii Gralle , he writes, that 
LaxssBexcius Was the Author of 
it, of whom he there gives a Cha- 
ractcr. 

I T 1s no juſt Exception to this 
Memorandum , that my Lord Ax- 
GLesty 14 not communicat the 
Contents of 1tto any ot his Friends 
or Rclations: for tho the Two 
Royal Brothers imparted the Sc- 
crct to him, it docs by no mcans 
follow, that they intended he ſhould 
publith it to the World. And ſup: 
poſing they did not oblige him co 
filence, yer 'tts probable that his 
Lordſhip was not very fond of 
being diſturb'd by the Clamors ot 
ſom Churchmen, who carry d 
things ſo high at that tin, thar 
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I do not bclicve they would par- 
dn ſuch a Diſcovery to cither of 
the Brothers themſelves.

And as they made uſc of his 
Temper to ſerve their own Pur- 
Poſs when he was aliyc, fo the 
did of his Namc for the ſame 
Reaſon attcr his Dcath.

If the Royal Brothers 
had ſpoke of it to no body clfc, 1 

follows not that a Sccrct was nc- 
ver Committed ro one, becauſe 1 

was not to more ; as 1t 1t were ne- 
cclary for a Man to call Witncl- 
{cs that he imparted a Secret to his 
Friend. Burt we ſhall preſently al- 

ledge morc than a Prcſumnon, 

that both King CuarLEs the Second 
and the late King Jawes declar d 
their Opimon to other Pcople be- 
hides my Lord Axcuesey, that Icon 
Baſilike was not their Father's 
Book. 

By ſuch nicc Cavils a- 
gain the Memorandum We Can Cca- 
fily judg oft the Exceptions we 
may cxpect to Dr. Warxes's AC- 
count. That Gauvex hop'd © 
make a Fortune by this Book, as 
well as to promote the Caulc of 
the Church. ought by no means 

3 to 
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to be countcd ſtrange ; for who 1s 
It, pray, that ſervcs the King any 
more. than God, for nought ? 
Have rct moſt of the Biſhops and 
other Clergymen of thoſe times, 
that cithcr lived depriv d here in 
Fnoland, or that accompany'd 
Cuartes the Sccond 1n his Exile, 
pleaded their Loyalty, and magni- 
fy their Scrvices at the Refſtora- 
tion, as many others would que- 
{honlcls do, it King James ſhould 
ever rcturn again? Were not great 
Perſons employ'd to ſolicit and 
make an Intercit tor them ? And, 
in a Word, arc not Divincs ob- 
ſcrv'd ro make the ſame Steps, and 
take the ſame Micaſurcs that all 0- 
ther ſorts of Mcn do to gct Pre- 
ferment. 1 ſhould rather doubt 
that Dr. Gauvex was not the Au- 
thor of this Forgery, 1t he had nor 
expected a Reward for 1t from 
Caartes the Sccond; for tis 
certain, that the Credit of Icon Ba- 
filike contributed morc to his = 
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bliſkment than any other fingle 
Motive whatſoever. Bur "tis well 
known that this Prince was not the

man Heaihens, did infinitly cxcel 
him in all Moral and Heroic Vir- 
tucs. As for Princcs, it good 
Manncrs could rot make Mr.Þu ack: 
HALL CxCept the preſent King, Ju 
{tice 
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ſticc at leaſt might well oblige him 
co doit. King Witt has never 
diſpcns'd with expreſs Laws in fa- 
vor of Popiſh Recuſants. He never 
procccted any of his Chaplains a: 
gainſt the Parhament tor preaching 
up Arbitrary Power. He never rc- 
quir*d Soldicrs to be try'd by Mar: 
tial Law in time of Peacc; nor 
Icvy'd Loansor Ship mony contra- 
ry to Law, much lcfs impriſfon'd, 
| tin d Or bamiſh'd ſuch as rctus'd to 
pay thoſe 1]Icgal Taxes. He docs not 
countenance any SizTHORPS, Max- 
WAKINGS, Or NlouxTAGUES tO tcach 
his Subjcets Non-Reliſtance, or to 
compliment himſclt with Arbitrary 
Power. He 1s fo far from ſcnding 
tor Foren Troops to. cnflave 
the Nation, that he readily fent 
thoſe away which he kept here by 
Law, as ſoon as hc underitood 
the Kingdom had no turther need 
of their Service. He docs not 


uſe to impriſfon Members of the | 
Houſe of Commons tor ulins | 
that 
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that Freedom of Debate which 1s 
Eſtential tro their Conſtitucion. 
He never thrcatcn'd to bctake 
himſclf to other Councils than his 
Parliament (as Crartes the Firſt 
did) ſaying that Parliaments were 
in his Power, and that he might 
grow out of Love with them. 
Nor 1s it known that hc went 
into the Houſe of Commons to 
demand any of their Members 
no more than he has ſez'd the 
Cuſtoms without any Act to _—_— 
er him. He never promisd (as 
King Craxres did in a Letter to 
his Queen) that he would take 
away all the Penal Laws againſt 
Roman Catholicks as ſoon as hc 
ſhould be able, nor any thing 
clſc of this nature : For theſe arc 
only a few Inſtances , not to black- 
cn that Prince, but to ſhew how 
litele ſom ſort of People ſeem to 
valuc his preſent Majeſty for g<- 
ncrouſly reſtoring the Conſtitu- 
tion, and for 0 willingly pal ing 
mans 
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many cxcellent Laws for cnlar- 
ging or ſecuring the Liberty of 
his "Subjects ; as well as for al- 
ways paying ſuch a Detercnce to 
Parhamcnts, which he not only 
aſſembles willingly, bur Ikcwiſe, 
accord:ng to ancient Cuſtom, an- 
nually. In ſhort, it King Cuaxres 
the Firſt was the beſt of Kings, 
the late King James 1s not halt fo 
bad as 1 think him : Nor is there 
any Doubt, it a ſccond Reſtorati- 
on ( which God and all Frcc- 
men forbid) ſhould cver happen , 
but that the Abdication-Day 
would be appointed as a perpe- 
tual Faſt. What Mr. Bracknarir 
thinks of diſpenſing with the Laws: 
and acting without, or contrary 
ro them, we may gueſs, when hc 
- ſays, That ing Cnaxtes's greateſt 
Enemies could not charge him with 
any Vice or Immorality; as it only 
Whoring, Drinking, or Swcaring 
were immoral Practiccs. 

SING t this King (who truly 
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was not the worſt) muſt ncecds be 
counted the bult of Mcn, I do 
not much wonacr that Mr. Loxs 
of Exeter was for having ſom 
Portions of his pretended Book 
read in the Church for the tur- 
ther cnlightning of our Under- | 
ſtanding : Nor that Dr. Pexixcarry {|
